Rows of housea In 20th street and In
Glenwood avenue were Ignited In aplte of
the efforts of 2 engine companies to pro-
tect them.

The Ilarge number of mén overcome at
the blake was due to the Intense heat and
smoke, the alightest shifting of the bresze
resulting In several Aremen toppling over.
